Myler, a son of John Myler, Sr., of 
Basil avenue. 
Gilchrist Is 15 years old and Is a 
son of J. W. Gilchrist, an employe of 
the Croxall Pottery company, of Sec­ 
ond street. 
He is a student, in room 
12 In the Central school building, and 
after school hours ho was employed 
by the Yates Novelty company, 
in 
the Diamond. 
Last evening he went 
to a small shanty in Dewdrop alley, 
In which he and a number of other 
small boys had been in the habit of 
assembling after school and playing 
“Wild West” and other such daring 
games. 
In all probability 
no 
more 
such games will be played, for a week 
at least. 
There were a number of youths in 
tho shanty yesterday afternoon, sit­ 
ting about the place on stools and on 
tho floor. 
Young Gilchrist, according 
to a statement made by John Myler, 
had finished wiping a revolver and 
laid it on the floor near him. 
Myler 
picked up the revolver, shouting as 
he did so, "Hands ' up!" 
Scarcely 
were the words out of 
his 
mouth 
when the revolver accidentally 
ex­ 
ploded. the hall striking young 
Gil­ 
christ In the 
right 
cheek, just at 
the base of the nose. 
The hall in its 
flight broke several 
teeth 
and 
a 
portion of the lower jaw bone and 
lodged In the hack of the neck. 
All the boys in the shanty were 
thoroughly frightened and with young 
Gilchrist ran Into the alley. 
Gilchrist 
kept running and went to the office 
of Dr. Bailey, but he was not In. 
He 
was bleeding profusely and continued 
to run through the Diamond and to 
the office of Dr. W. A. Hobbs. 
He 
met the physician just as he 
was 
about to answer another call. 
Gil­ 
christ was taken into the office and 
placed under the influence of chloro­ 
form and an attempt 
was made 
to 
locate the bullet. 
After probing for 
almost an hour without locating the 
ball, the boy was taken to the home 
of his parents on Wall street, where he 
passed a favorable night. 
John Myler, who held the gun when 
it was discharged, said last evening: 
I am not sure who owned the re­ 
volver, but I think it belonged to Gil­ 
christ. 
It was an old one. A number 
of boys frequently met In the shanty 
after school, but this Is the first time 
any mishap has occurred.” 
It was stated last evening that one 
of the boys who frequented the shan­ 
ty went Into a local hardware store 
earlier In the afternoon, asked to see 
revolver cases and exhibited the re­ 
volver which played such an import­ 
ant part in the affair. Not being able 
to purchase a case the boy returned 
to the shanty and the shooting occur­ 
red shortly afterward.

At tbe moment of the final 
shock every wire connecting Charles­ 
ton with the outside world was in­ 
stantly “lost.” 
And as no other tid­ 
ings could be bad from the doomed 
city it was as if in an instant it bad 
been swept from the face of the earth. 
And for many hours Charleston re­ 
mained literally dead to the world. 
The next morning before the average 
citizen had time to collect his wits the 
telegraph people had started out gangs 
of linemen to get the wires in working 
order. 
Operators In the principal of­ 
fices within a radius of several hun­ 
dred miles w’ere set to calling “C. N.” 
For a long time there was no response, 
but at last on the wire which I had in 
chnrge a slight answering signal was 
felt rather than heard-falnt and flick­ 
ering, like the first sign of returning 
life. 
From that moment my watch 
was, lf possible, more diligent. For an 
horn- or more I called, “Adjusted," and 
used every effort to revive the feeble 
pulse. 
I could fancy myself working 
desperately to resuscitate a half drown­ 
ed man. 
Again I felt tbe flickering 
signal, and then once more all signs of 
life faded away. Finally as the wires 
were gradually cleared of debris the 
current began to strengthen, and then 
came the answering “1—11 C N,” weak 
aud unsteady, but still sufficiently 
plain to be made out.

How powerfully the imagination may 
he stimulated by a story told In dots 
and dashes is illustrated by an episode 
of the Charleston earthquake, relates 
I.. C. Hall. At the moment of tho final 
shock every wire connecting Charles­ 
ton with the outside w’orld was in­ 
stantly “lost.” 
And as no other tid­ 
ings could be had from the doomed 
city it was as if In an instant it had 
been swept from the face of the earth. 
And for many hours Charleston re­ 
mained literally dead to the world. 
The next morning before the average 
citizen had time to collect his wits the 
telegraph people had started out gangs 
of linemen to get the wires In working 
order. 
Operators in the principal of­ 
fices within a radius of several hun- 
dm l miles were set to calling “C. N.” 
For a long time there was no response, 
but at last on the wire which I had in 
charge a slight answering signal was 
felt rather than heard -faint and flick­ 
ering, like the first sign of returning 
life. 
From that moment my watch 
was, lf possible, more diligent. For an 
hoar or more I called, "Adjusted," and 
used every effort to revive the feeble 
pulse. 
I could fancy myself working 
desperately to resuscitate a half drown­ 
ed man. 
Again I felt the flickering 
signal, and then once more all signs of 
life faded away. Finally as the wires 
were gradually cleared of debris the 
current began to strengthen, and then 
came the answering "I—I! C N,” weak 
and unsteady, but still sufficiently 
plain to lie made out. 
To me it sou died Uke a voice from 
the tomb, and I shouted aloud the tid­ 
ings that Charleston was still in ex­ 
istence. Quickly the sounder was sur 
rounded by a throng of excited teleg­ 
raphers. 
The Morse was broken and 
unsteady at first, then the current 
grew stronger—the patient was grow­ 
ing iH’tter—and for a long time we 
listened to the labored clicking, until 
: at last the worst was known. And at 
I the end of the recital a great sigh 
went out from the hearts of all of us, 
; as if literally In our presence a long 
burled city had been exhumed.—Mc­

S enato r M artin, o f Virginia, 
who w as invited in Senato r Tillm an s 
place, was no t present a t tiie dinner. 
The president 
y esterday ino rniug 
sen t fo r Senato r Co ckrell, o f Mis­ 
so uri, and asked him as a friend and 
U em o cratic co lleague o f Mr. Tillinaa 
to suggest to the latter the pro priety 
o f w ithdraw ing his acceptance o f the 
dinner invitatio n. 
The president ex­ 
plained his attitude in the m atter and 
.said that, in view o f the co ntem pt 
pro ceedings, .Mr. T illm an’s presence 
wo uld no t o nl y be an affro nt to the 
senate, but a disco urtesy to Prince 
Henry .

Washington, Feb. 25.—As the out­ 
growth of the disgraceful scene in th? 
seriate on Saturday between Senators 
Tillman 
and 
McLaurin, 
President 
Roosevelt yesterday withdrew the in­ 
vitation that had been extended the 
former to attend the dinner given ut 
the White House in Prince Henry’s 
honor. 
Senator Martin, of Virginia, 
who was invited in Senator Tillman s 
place, was not present at the dinner. 
The president 
yesterday morning 
sent for Senator Cockrell, of Mis­ 
souri, and asked him as a friend and 
Democratic colleague of Mr. Tillman 
to suggest to the latter the propriety 
of withdrawing his acceptance of the 
dinner invitation. 
The president ex­ 
plained his attitude in the matter and 
said that, in view of the contempt 
proceedings, Mr. Tillman’s presence 
would not onl ybe an affront to the 
senate, but a discourtesy to Prince 
Henry. 


Tillman Declined to Accede. 
Mr. Cockrell accepted the commis­ 
sion and later telephoned to the pres­ 
ident that Mr. Tillman absolutely re­ 
fused to withdraw his acceptance in 
response to the president’s sugges­ 
tion. 
The president 
then 
immedi­ 
ately canceled the invitation in a note 
he dispatched directly to Mr. Till­ 
man. 
The following was the letter front 
the White 
House 
withdrawing Mr. 
Tillman’s invitation to dine there last 
night: 
“White House, Feb. 24. 
“The president regrets that he is 
compelled to withdraw the invitation 
to you to dine tonight at the White 
House. 
Very truly yours, 
“George B. Cortelyou, 
“Secretary to the President.” 
Commenting upon the letter, Mr. 
Tillman says: 


Hot Statement From Tillman. 


“The president, of course, has the 
right to invite anyone he chooses to 
dine with him, officially or otherwise, 
and also has the right to withdraw 
such invitations. 
As I am not con­ 
scious of having done anything per­ 
sonal or official which gives the presi­ 
dent the 
right to insult, I am sur­ 
prised at his action. 
The invitation 
to the dinner came to me unsought 
and unexpectedly, and so far as the 
withdrawal is concerned it is a mat­ 
ter of absolute indifference to me. It 
is the motive behind it which seeks 
to put me in the 
condition of un­ 
worthiness to meet the president and 
his guest before final action by the 
senate. 
Prince 
Henry, 
the 
presi­ 
dent’s guest, comes from a country 
where custom makes 
it 
obligatory 
upon any man who regards himself a 
gentleman to promptly resent an in­ 
sult, and the method is by challenge 
to a duel. 
That was once the cus­ 
tom, but it is now obsolete in the 
United States, and 
we 
have been 
forced as a people here to cling to 
the old Anglo-Saxon rule of c ai3ider- 
ing the lie direct as the flr r j blow, 
and no man could hold up ’As hea l 
in decent society should he, being 
near enough to answer the lie with a 
blow. not to give.

the senate, which I presume is the ex­ 
cuse for this insult at the hands of 
the president, that I deny. 
I have 
been guilty of a breach of the rules 
and the privileges of the senate. The 
senate was not sitting as a court, but 
as a legislative assembly. 
It has tho 
right to expel me if it sees fit. and 
I am ready to abide its Judgment and 
action. 
It has the right to arrest, mo 
and to hold me in custody until It 
makes disposition of my case, but it 
has no right to gag me, and the pres­ 
ident has no right to judge me guilty 
of conduct unbecoming a gentleman 
unless he belies all his antecedents, 
which lead ope 
to 
believe that he 
would have done just as I did under 
the circumstances. 
As to which of 
us is the gentleman in this matter. 
in view of the unsought invitation to 
dinner at the White House and its in­ 
decent withdrawal, I am willing to 
abide by the Judgment of all brave 
and self-respecting men.”

Declared President Would Have 


Done as He Did, Under 


Like Circumstances. 


BARRED FROM DINNER TO PRINCE 


It B eing Intimated to Him That He 


Should 
Withdraw 
Acceptance 
of 


Invitation, 
Ko 
Declined— Canceled 


by President. 


W ashington. Feb. 25.—As the out 
growth of the disgraceful Scene in th * 
seriate on Saturday between Senators 
Tillman 
and 
McLaurln, 
President 
Roosevelt yesterday withdrew the in 
vitation that had been extended the 
former to attend the dinner given at 
the W hite House in Prince Henry s 
honor. 
Senator Martin, of Virginia, 
who was invited in Senator Tillman s 
place, was not present at the dinner. 
The president 
yesterday morning 
sent for Senator Cockrell, of Mis 
souri, and asked him as a friend and 
Democratic colleague of Mr. Tillman 
to suggest to the latter the propriety 
of withdrawing his acceptance of the 
dinner invitation. 
The president ex­ 
plained his attitude in the m atter and 
said that, in view of the contempt 
proceedings, Mr. Tillman's presence 
would not onl ybe an affront to the 
senate, but a discourtesy to Prince 
Henry. 


Tillm an Declined to Accede. 
Mr. Cockrell accepted the commis 
sion and later telephoned to the pres­ 
ident that Mr. Tillman absolutely re­ 
fused to withdraw his acceptance in 
response to the president's sugges­ 
tion. 
The president 
then 
immedi­ 
ately canceled the invitation in a note 
he dispatched directly to Mr. Till­ 
man. 
The following was the letter from 
the W hite 
House 
withdrawing Mr. 
Tillman's Invitation to dine there last 
night: 
“W hite House, Feb. 24. 
"The president regrets that he is 
compelled to withdraw the invitation 
to you to dine tonight a t the W hite 
House. 
Very truly yours, 
"George B. Cortelyou, 
“Secretary to the President.” 
Commenting upon the letter, Mr. 
Tillman says: 


Hot Statement From Tillman. 


"The president, of course, has the 
right to invite anyone he chooses to 
dine with him, officially or otherwise, 
and also has the right to withdraw 
such invitations. 
As I am not con­ 
scious of having done anything per­ 
sonal or orificial which gives the presi­ 
dent the 
right to insult, I am sur­ 
prised at his action. 
The invitation 
to the dinner came to me unsought 
and unexpectedly, and so far as the 
withdrawal is concerned it is a m at­ 
ter of absolute indifference to me. 
It 
is the motive behind It which seeks 
to put me in the 
condition of un­ 
worthiness to meet the president and 
his guest before final action by the 
senate. 
Prince 
Henry, 
the 
presi­ 
dent’s guest, comes from a country 
where custom makes 
it 
obligatory 
upon any man who regards himself a 
gentleman to promptly resent an in­ 
sult, and the method is by challenge 
to a duel. 
That was once the cus­ 
tom. but it is now obsolete in the 
United States, and 
we 
have been 
forced as a people here to cling to 
the old Anglo-Saxon rule of c-r.sider- 
ing the lie direct as the firry blow, 
and no man could hold up ’4 s hea l 
in decent society should he, being 
near enough to answer the lie with a 
blow, not to give.

S enator M artin, of Virginia, 
who was invited in Senator Tillm an s 
place, was not present at the dinner. 
The president 
yesterday m orning 
sent for S enator Cockrell, of Mis­ 
souri, and asked him as a friend and 
D em ocratic colleague of Mr. Tillm an 
to suggest to the latter the proprit iv 
of w ithdraw ing his acceptance of the 
dinner invitation. 
The president ex­ 
plained his attitu d e in the m atter and 
said that, in view- of the contem pt 
proceedings, Mr. T illm an's presence 
would not onl ybe an affront to the 
senate, but a discourtesy to Prince 
Henry. 


Tillm an Declined to Accede. 
Mr. Cockrell accepted the com m is 
sion and later telephoned to the pres­ 
ident th a t Mr. Tillm an absolutely re­ 
fused to w ithdraw his acceptance in 
response to the president's sugges­ 
tion 
The president 
then 
im m edi­ 
ately canceled the invitation in a note 
he dispatched directly to Mr. Till­ 
man.

The E ast Liverpool Crisis, under the 
heading of ‘Mean Treatment.*' insin­ 
uates that a candidate from the south 
e m side of the county has neon dis­ 
crim inated against by Salem m anufac­ 
turers. who are said to have refused 
him admission into their 
works for 
canvassing 
purposes, while a candi­ 
date from the north side for the sam e 
office was allowed free entrance to ail 
the Liverpool potteries. The paper in 
question m akes a great to-do over the 
m atter, as though there was some un­ 
derhanded arrangem ent to benefit one 
candidate 
at the expense of another, 
and th at the m anufacturers were in 
the scheme. There is doubtless little 
if any cause for complaint of this sort. 
M anufacturers in both Salem and East 
Liverpool have their rules regarding 
such m atters, and the intentions as a 
n ile being to treat all candidates alike 
If there has been any departure at 
this time from this rule or custom — 
w hich is doubtful—the Salem candi­ 
dates have nothing to do with It and 
would regret anything which smack­ 
ed of partiality as much as anybody.
